mercial classes of the CWA night 
schools have been asked to leave 
the classes because of a new order 
or rather the now reading, of an 
old order affecting them. 
Any stu- 


dent now already employed is con- 
sidered ineligible for these classes. 
This order was written to C. L- 
Bystrom from the state department 
of instruction last week and he at 
onco wrote asking that tho order 
be reconsidered. It is believed that 
commercial schools and 
colleges 


have protested to the CWA olltcials 
believing that they are losing stu- 
dents through the operation of the 
night schools. 


Thero are no commercial colleges 


or schools in Luce county or near- 
by. 
Many believe that the com- 


mercial groups are short sighted in 
taking this attitude and that tho 
night schools will sooner or later 
result in many more taking work 
in the organized colleges. 
It ap- 


pears that such will be the rase in 
the Newberry schools. Several stu- 
dents who arc in the local classes 
have- discovered that, they can still 
Icnrn and that school classes have 
no uncertain pitfalls which they 
had thought might exist for them. 
Many arc planning to take com- 
mercial courses as soon as it is 
possible. 


The new order only applies to 


the vocational courses, not.'at all

courses, which also points to more 
or less discrimination, many local 
students believe.

in Wynekoop Case

paved today by defense counsel in 
the second trial of Dr. Alice Lind- 
say Wynekoop, accused of slaying 
her daughter-in-law, Rheta, for a 
defense based on the theory that 
the 23-year-old wife of the de- 
fendant's son Earle was slain by 
an intruder in the basement"oper- 
ating room of the Wynekoop man- 
sion. 
A mistrial ended the first 


hearing of the case when the de- 
fendant's physical condition be- 
came critical. 


The 
flat 
assertion 
that 
Dr. 


Wynekoop did not see her daugh- 
ter-in-law from 2 o'clock on the 
afternoon of the murder until she 
discovered the body on an operat- 
ing table that night was made by 
W. W. Smith, defense attorney, in 
his opening statement to tli3 jury. 


Insurance Policies 


A morbid fear by Rheta of con- 


tracting tuberculosis and of other 
ills was advanced by the defense 
as one of the factors which led 
Dr. Wynekoop to take out'insur- 
ance policies on the girl. 
The in- 


surance policies, with the defend- 
ant as beneficiary, have been a 
trump card in 
the 
prosecution's 


hand. 


When 
examinations 
by 
Dr. 


Wynekoop 
and other physicians 


called by her failed to allay the 
girl's fears, said Smith, Dr. \Vyne- 
koop hit upon the plan of having 
her examined for insurance on the 
theory that 
if 
her 
application 


were accepted it would be proof 
to the young wife that her fears 
were groundless. 


Branded in the opening state- 


ment 
by 
Prosecutor Charles S. 


Dougherty as a slayer inspired by 
avarice and an abnormal affection 
for a favorite son, Dr. Wynekoop 
was the subject of a far different 
portrayal at the hands of her own 
counsel. 


"There was no doubt that Earle 


had definitely broken with. Rheta
